Their nightly net will 
once again be heard on the EAARS system starting in January at 
18:30 Arizona time. Radiograms are an awesome way to send 
messages for priority messages or just a simple birthday greeting to 
Hams and none Hams. When all forms of modern communications 
have failed, the Traffic System will get your messages through. 
Welcome Back!!! 


WHAT IS THE NATIONAL TRAFFIC SYSTEM? 

The National Traffic System of messaging began over 100 years 
ago with the formation of the American Radio Relay League in 
1915, a proud tradition that continues today. Our intention is for 
this site to be a helpful resource to all ham radio operators 
interested in handling message traffic. 


WHAT IS A RADIOGRAM MESSAGE? 

Radiogram messages are the heart of the National Traffic System 
(NTS). Remember the telegraph messages of old? Radiogram 
messages are 25 words or less, and range from birthday and 
holiday greetings to simple messages to keep in touch. These 
messages can go to anyone, whether or not they are a ham 
(amateur radio operator). Radiogram messages are relayed on radio 
nets and sent digitally by hams all over the United States and can 
be sent to other countries (wherever Third Party Traffic is 
permitted). In times of an emergency, hams handle Health & 
Welfare message traffic to and from disaster areas.

RST and Joe, K3TYE, will be conducting a Technician to General class starting on 
Thursday, January 6th, 2022. The evening classes will be held at Immanuel 
Presbyterian Church, 9252 East 22nd Street, starting at 6:30 PM sharp and 
lasting until 8:30 PM. The study guide we will be using is the "ARRL General 
Class License Manual, 9th Edition’. This is a college level course. You will be 
assigned 2 or 3 chapters to read and understand each week and one or two 
subject categories from the General question pool 2019. 


This is not just a "question and answer" class where we go over the questions in 
the FCC question pool. On Thursday evenings we will be covering the technical 
portions of the General Class exam in the classroom with "hands-on" and other 
type demonstrations including the use of test equipment. On another evening 
during the week we will be covering the administration and legal type questions 
"over-the-air". We will use one of the local repeaters (or perhaps two-meter 
simplex) to conduct an additional live, on-the-air class. 


There is a prerequisite for attending this class. The participant must have a 
Technician Class license, a 2-meter transceiver, and have the capability to access 
local repeaters such as the 147.000 repeater located at 5151 East Broadway. 
[147.000 / 147.600 110.9 PL} 


Even though Immanuel Presbyterian Church and Boy Scout Troop 157 are 
furnishing the classroom space, there is a $30 charge to cover the church costs. I 
have the church reserved for Thursday nights from January 6th through February

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Holy Moly Potato Soup

Ingredients 

4 cans (14-1/2 ounces each) diced new potatoes, undrained 

2 cans (10-3/4 ounces each) condensed cream of mushroom soup, undiluted 
2-1/2 cups water 

1 can (11 ounces) whole kernel corn, drained 

1 can (10 ounces) diced tomatoes and green chiles, undrained 
6 green onions, chopped 

1 medium sweet red pepper, chopped 

1 tablespoon dried minced onion 

1 teaspoon cayenne pepper 

1/4 teaspoon pepper 

1 pound bulk spicy pork sausage 

2 cups (8 ounces) shredded sharp cheddar cheese 

1 carton (8 ounces) French onion dip 

Tortilla chips 


Directions 

1. Ina 6-qt. slow cooker, combine the first 10 ingredients. In a large skillet, cook 
sausage over medium heat 6-8 minutes or until no longer pink, breaking it into 
crumbles; drain. Add to slow cooker. 

2. Cook, covered, on low to allow flavors to blend, 4-5 hours. Add cheese and onion 
dip in the last 30 minutes of cooking. Stir before serving. Serve with tortilla chips. 
3. Freeze option: Freeze cooled soup in freezer containers. To use, partially thaw in 
refrigerator overnight. Heat through in a saucepan, stirring occasionally; add a 
little water if necessary.
